The city council met Friday night 
in regular session and disposed of a 
mass of routine business mostly con- 
cerning the finances. 

The bond of City Tax Collector H. 
C. Moore was approved for the cur- 
rent term. 

Messrs. Frank Rives and Chas. O. 
Prowse, commissioners appointed to 
make settlement for the city with 
the administrator of . the late Gus 
Tandy, tax collector, reported that 
they were not quite ready for a set- 
tlement. ^ 

Mr. Tandy was collector from 19C2 
until his death July 28, 1906, and 
there has never been any quietus 
given for any year. Only about $700 
was collecte^for 190*5 and this book 
was releasecrAme time ago and is in 
the hands of the new collector. The 
boote for 1905 and 1904 are also 
ready, butj-Jhose of 1903 and 1902 
haveJbeen (flSry partly examined. The 
delinquent taxes amount to about 
$12,300 since 1902 and about $2,000 
worth of property tax was repre- 
sented by tbe tax sale July 16. A 
delinquent tax collector will be elect- 
ed to collect about $10,000 yet out- 
standing. Collector Moore reported

How to Make Hens 
Out of Season. 

Mr. Henry Van DVeser, the faro- 
oan New York expert, claims to have 
mode a discovery of the greatest 
interest to the ponUtry busines*. 
This is nothing more nor less than a 
plan to make hens moule out of sea- 
son. The object of th» transfer- 
ence of a natural process m to make 
hens lay the bulk of their *ggs when 
most hens are not laying at all, and 
the prints are away up. The pro- 
cess, as explained by Mr. Van Dres- 
er, himself, is abou4 as follows: In 
August the wealthy people of New 
York City, who eat l%h priced eggs, 
are off" to watering places or plea- 
i resorts in Europe, and the eggs 
are not needed. It is then that Mr. 
Van Dreser makes hia hens moult 
and get ready for fall business. For 
two weeks they are shut up in the'r 
pens and fad only one-quarter »f a 
full ration. This reduces their 
flesh. Then they are let out into the 
mnshine and open air and fed with 
> rush the best possible food, all 
they can eat, peas, oats, wheat, corn 
and particularly sunl?bwer sued. 

soon loosens up the- old feathers 
and they dr«p off so faat as to al- 
most leave the hens bare. 
Under this-heavy feediing the birds 
soon take oa new plumage and the 
reddening of the comb, which gives 
promise of fruitfulness. So, about 
the time the aristocracy return* to 
town and hens generally are on a 
strike, these freshly moulted Leg- 
horns are doing almo3i full wwnk. 
This will appear to most poultrymen 
as the missing link that will biting 
success, It seems to he something 
entirely aew and yet strictly scien- 
tific and feasible. Of course when 
everybody gets to doing it there will 
be no object in so doiag, but before 
the others catch on it would appear 
to bea "great scheme. "—American 
Poultr y Advocate.

The Christian County Teachers' In- 
stitute convened in the Circuit Court 
room yesterday morning for a five 
days's session. 

After the enrollment of teachers 
and organization the'opening address 
ide by County Superintendent 
W. E. Gray. Mr. Gray has been ar- 
ranging for the institute for a month 
or more and in his preparation of 
the program has given one of the 
best that has ever been presented to 
a local institute. He seems to be 
imbued with the idea that these in- 
stitututes are of lasting benefit to 
teachers and children, and has given 
the program and the subjects to be 
handled by the institute a great deal 
of careful consideration. 

After preliminary remarks by 
Superintendent Gray, Dr. J. C. Wil- 
lis, of Lexington, gave a talk to the 
teachers on "The Important 
Professional Training, and Benefits 
to be Derived from the Institute." 
Dr. Willis iB one of the best posted 
men in the state on educational mat- 
ters and to him is due much of the 
efficiency of the system of instruct- 
ion in the schools of the Common- 
wealth. He is systematic, thorough, 
and rushes things through with a 
velocity and precision that is bewil- 
dering to the slow-going, at times, 
but what he accomplishes is always 
done in a manner that is above crit- 
icism. 

Dr. Willis' remarks were atten- 
tively listened to by those present 
and half an hour was given to a gen- 
eral discussion of the subject, when 
a noon recess was taken. 

At 1:30 the institute was called to 
order. "The Importance of Train- 
ing the Senses" was the first subject 
up for discussion, which was well 
handled by Mr. Wallace R. Cherry. 
He was followed by Mrs. Nora 
Williamson on the "Difference Be- 
tween Seeing and Hearing," and 
Miss Alice N. West on "How May 
Close Observation Aid in the Study 

f Arithmetic," and other studies. 
Dr. Willis' discussion of "Sense 
Training in General" received the 
most profound attention and in sev- 
eral ways was a revelation to many 
of the less experienced instructors, 
as well as some of the older. Miss 
Bessie Walker gave a very interest- 
ing account of how she had obtained 
the best results in spelling. Mr. H. 
H. West followed in "What Ways 
May the Spelling be Varied." After 
a discussion by Mis.-; Maude Blaine of 
the question.
